Action On Inheritance Tax 
Abolition Has Been 
Postponed.

WASHINGTON, J an. 
11.—Reduc­ 
tions in income tax es as provided in 
the house revenue bill, 
were ap­ 
proved today by the senate finance 
committee. 
The reduced normal income tax 
rates and 
the increased 
personal 
ex emptions 
were 
unanimously 
ap­ 
proved, but the proposal of demo­ 
crats to increase the reduction on 
surtax rates over that provided by 
the 
house 
measure was defeated. 
Senator Simmons of North Caro­ 
lina, ranking democrat on the com­ 
mittee, submitted the proposal of 
the democratic members to cut the 
surtax rates on incomes 
between 
$22,000 and $100,000 saying he would 
accept the max imum surtax of 20 
per cent. 
On a straight party vote 
of ten to seven, his proiTOsitioii was

and 
the 
house 
schedule 
was approved.

notice he would fight for a 25 per 
cent max imum surtax rate.

A man passed and 
saw the illicit liquor plant, the evi­ 
dence revealed, and in alarm, Pat 
Robinett was sent for. 
It was deemed best to change the 
location of the plant, so Pat Robi­ 
nett. his son another youth, loaded 
barrels of mash and other mater­ 
ials on Rohinett’s wagon and start­ 
ed for a new hiding place. Charles 
Robinett had a rifle and the other 
youth carried a shotgun. 
While driving through the woods 
they heard some one in the under­ 
brush, evidence disclosed. Charles 
Robinett 
fired 
his 
rifle 
several 
times in the direction of the noise 
and the other youth emptied the 
shotgun. 
They drove on without Investigat­ 
ing. 
Later the same day they learned 
J ohn Smith had been found in the 
woods,

Pat Robinett told the youths, ac­ 
cording to the evidence, to take 
the team of mules and the wagon

urged today by the Missouri supreme 
court for the enforcement of the pro­ 
hibition law. 
The f'ourt recommended peniten­ 
tiary sentences for violatrs of the 
dry laws in an opinion written by 
Chief J ustice D. FI. Blair in the 
case of William Helpley and Harry 
Gray. 
Both men were sentenced to 
two years each in prison for trans­ 
porting corn whiskey” in Maryville, 
Mo., on Nctober 2, 192 L 
Their 
conviction 
by 
jury was 
largely on circumstantial evidence 
two police officers of Maryville sus­ 
pected them of having liquor in an 
automobile. 
A « "base through the 
streets of Maryville resulted, the 
officers 
observing 
bottles 
being 
thrown from the fleeing automobile. 
Finally, the car carrying Helpley 
and Gray was halted. 
On the floor 
of the car the officers found traces 
of spilled liquor, and broken bot­ 
tles, 
“ Apparently the only way to cre­ 
ate respect for the laws of the 
state, 
particularly 
the 
prohibition 
laws, is to impose the only sort of 
punishment 
which 
really 
hurts,” 
J udge Blair’s opinion said. **’is im­ 
prisonment 
in 
the 
penitentiary. 
The jury is 
to 
he 
commended, 
rather than criticized for taking the 
law seriously and enforcing it vigor­ 
ously and effectively in this case. 
All the judges of division two of 
the supreme court, which affirmed 
the sentences, concurred in Chief 
J ustice Blair’s opinion. 
The two defendants appealed to 
the supreme court after their con­ 
viction, 
attacking 
the 
sufficiency 
of the evidence against them and 
alleging passion and prejudice by 
the J ury. 
“ There is not the slightest evi­ 
dence of such passion and preju­ 
dice, and of the guilt of the defend­ 
ants there is little room for reason­ 
able doubt,” the opinion said. 
“ Their activities and conduct and 
all the circumstances in the evi­ 
dence so closely 
points 
to their 
guilt that any other finding would 
have been a travesty upon justice. 
“ The 
jury 
doubtless 
concluded 
that tl-' defendants had contrived a 
bungling st’heme of trying to put 
defendant Helpley in possession of 
the liquor and thus ex culpate de­ 
fendant Gray and then bring de­ 
fendant Helpley within the sanctu­ 
ary of possession upon the person, 
afforded by section 19 of the pro­ 
hibition act. 
It is needless "o say 
that the jury were not required to 
believe this story, even though it 
was not contradicted by any evi­ 
dence. 
“ Helpley testified he had some 
liquor, but that Gray had nothing 
to do with it. merely having offered 
to drive him in his automobile, and 
that they did not knov" they were 
being pursued by police officers.”

The Xew lo rk Wo rld has sco red heav i­ 
ly , quite in its best sty le in the day s o f 
the elder Pulitzer, in co mpelling an in­ 
v estig atio n by the senate o f the failure o f 
the department o f justice to bring co n­ 
tempt pro ceeding s ag ainst the Aluminum 
Co mpany o f America, in which Secre­ 
tary Mello n is a larg e sto ckho lder. 
It is claimed that the Aluminum Co m­ 
pany o f America is co ntro lled by the Mel- 
Io n family - 
The Wo rld charg es that it is 
a mo no po ly , that it is pro tected by a 
tariff, in 19 12 it was enjo ined by a fed- 
01 al co urt fro m fo llo wing certain mo no ­ 
po listic practices, that ten y ears later, just 
fo ur y ears ag o , the senate requested the 
senate trade co mmissio n to inv estig ate it, 
and that in Octo ber, 19 24 the co mmis­ 
sio n repo rted that the co mpany was a 
mo no po ly and that it had no t chang ed 
its practices to co nfo rm to the decree o f 
the federal co urt rendered in 19 12. The 
The Wo rld further charg es that in Janu­ 
ary 19 25 the republican majo rity o n the 
trade co mmissio n “ fo r the first time in the 
histo ry o f the co mmissio n refused to let 
the department o f justice hav e access to 
their files.” 
Nev ertheless Atto rnej^ Gen­ 
eral Sto ne publicly declared that it was 
apparent that the Aluminum Co mpany 
had v io lated sev eral pro v isio ns o f the de­ 
cree. 
Mr. Sto ne was taken fro m the o f­ 
fice o f atto rney g eneral and put o n the 
supreme co urt. 
The Wo rld has set fo rth these alleg a­ 
tio ns repeatedly in the past sev eral day s 
and o n the basis o f them has charg ed the 
department o f justice with g ro ss fav o rit- 
ism in the effo rt to pro tect Mr. Mello n 
and with “ a do wnrig ht abdicatio n o f its 
judicial character.”

Co ntinent o f Euro pe. 
Co ntinental armies 
are all related to o ne ano ther, but they 
are unrelated to o urs. 
If we increased 
o ur army it wo uld no t make the French 
increase theirs, and if we abo lished o ur 
army the French wo uld no t ev en reduce 
theirs. 
The size o f the French army is 
determined by the size o f armies in the 
territo ry fro m Paris to Mo sco w and fro m 
Ber m to Ro me, and in any co nference 
dealing with these armies we can play 
the part o nly o f the disinterested friend 
and ho nest bro ker. 
Our direct interest is in sea po wer 
Since two o ceans separate us fro m all 
he g reat po wers o f the wo rld the po wer 
States bo th in defense and 
o ffense is dependent upo n nav al po wer. 
-No w, here a successful limitatio n o f arma­ 
ments has been achiev ed fo r capital ships 
amo ng the fiv e g reat nav ies o f the wo rld 
There are disputes in detail, but the main 
principles were settled by treaty at Wash- 
ing to n. 


The unsettled and tro ubleso me part o f 
nav al armament is the submarine and the 
small cruisers which fig ht the submarine, 
ho r these it was impo ssible to ag ree upo n 
a ratio at Washing to n because o f the riv ­ 
alry o f France, Italy and Britain. 
The 
scene o f this riv alry is the Mediterranean, 
which the Latio ns reg ard as their sea and 
the^ British reg ard as the main artery o f 
their Oriental empire. 
Neither the Unit­ 
ed States no r Japan is directly interested 
m this riv alry , and o wing to the distances 
in the Pacific they are no t in special riv al­ 
ry with each o ther reg arding submarines 
and antisubmarines. 
But no ratio o f dis­ 
armament is likely to be ado pted until the 
Mediterranean pro blem is taken in hand. 
That is almo st certainly the nub o f the 
mattei, and to that pro blem the American 
deleg ates o ug ht to g iv e intensiv e effo rt- 
It may be that a Lo carno fo r the Mediter­ 
ranean will be the necessary preliminarv 
to the further limitatio n o f nav al arma­ 
ments. In that case the United States and 
Japan o ug ht to wo rk to g ether in an effo rt 
to bring France, Italy and Britain to ­ 
g ether. 
It is in so me such fashio n as this that 
the co nference can best be appro ached: 
By separating the pro blems as much as 
po ssible so they beco me manag eable and 
then seeking in each to find the salient 
po int o f difference. 
The attempt, it need 
hardly be said, is o ne o f the mo st ambi­ 
tio us that men hav e ev er eng ag ed in, and 
the rewards o f ev en a little success will 
pay fo r the tro uble o v er and o v er ag ain.
